V\ hitton says: “I am interested in, helping 
the LO.D.K. to keep Canadian children in British 
sovereignty and under the care of a responsible min¬ 
ister and department.” 

The thought occurs that if it is regrettable to lose 
the baby population of Alberta to homes across the 
I ne, it should be infinitely piore serious to lose so 
many of our educated young adults. This out-going 
population which is a grave loss is made up to great 
extent of the young people who have been educated 
at considerable expense by the people of Alberta 
and have left this province for wider fields of oppor¬ 
tunity. They have been fed, clothed and sheltered by 
•heir parents; have been cared for as to health; edu- 
cated In our high schools, graduated front our uni¬ 
versities. As they stand they are almost invariably- 
proved assets, in position to be of great value to 
Canadian society. 

This type of exportation is not Dr. Whitton’s pres¬ 
ent field of investigation, but in the general picture 
it represents a steady loss of proved ability, quite 
as worthy of concern as the baby situation which is 
now being brought to the fore. An infant child is a 
potential asset, but a great amount of money must, 
be invested in him before his value is proved There 
is also the chance that he may not develop as an as¬ 
set but a liabil.ty. 

From the national standpoint it is desirable to 
keep every Canadian-born child in Canada from 
"birth to death. But considered on a world basis does 
it matter so much where a man is living if he is con¬ 
tributing full usefulness to society. And from the 
continental standpoint Canada and United States are 
so interwoven that any movement across the line 
does not seem to constitute a real break with the 
homeland. Talents are interchangeable between the 
two countries. 

But probably Dr. Whltton's concern is not only 
foi the loss of Alberta population, but a-desire that 
closer check might be kept by the Alberta depart¬ 
ment on Romes to which Albeyta babies may be 
awarded. It could not be suggested that the Ameri¬ 
can families seeking.to adopt babies are nqt quite as 
conscientious, w se and loving as Canadian parents 
might be. That is the main concern of the public— 
that helpless infants, subject to adoption, be given 
the best possible chance for a happy, useful life.

Local feeling, in the town at least, seems to 
be in favor of fast time, particularly in view qtf 
the confusion which is bound to result now that 
most of our neighboring towns have advanced their 
clocks an hour. Vulcan is the largest town on 
the Aldersyde line and it is likely that the smaller 
towns to the south of us are waiting to see whether 
or not fast time is adopted here before making a 
decision thems'elves. 

Daylight saving time was in effect throughout 
the war and, although not generally favored by 
the farming population, is of benefit to those who 
work by the clock. That extra hour of daylight is 
appreciated by town dwellers. 

With the above mentioned points in mind, we 
feel that the town council, at their meeting next 
Monday night, should take the necessary steps to 
bring daylight saving time into effect in Vulcan.

It has been accepted that heavy 
income taxation is hampering en¬ 
terprise and effort. Removal of ex¬ 
cess profits tax will be a great re¬ 
lief. 

Finance Minister Abbott in out- 
lir ng his first budget gave assur¬ 
ance that 1947 would be the last 
year of the 15% excess profit tax. 
But he warned Canadian business 
that it would have to keep profits 
and prices within reason before lax 
relief can -come. 

When full benefits are realized 
the Minister said Canadians would 
find themselves paying much less 
than those in Britain: In compari¬ 
son with U.S. they will be paying 
slightly more in most'brackets, but 
in case of married persons with 
families the dependents’ allowance 
must be reckoned. .

The long awaited announcement 
on income tax reductions came 
Tuesday evening, and first scrutiny 
brings indication that taxes are 
much reduced, especially in lower 
brackets. Excess profit tax will be 
abolished after 1947, but taxes on 
luxury goods such as tobacco, li¬ 
quor, furs, jewelry, etc., will re¬ 
main unchanged. 

The cuts which become effective 
or July 1, will bring cuts averag¬ 
ing 29% for 9 out out of every 10 
taxpayers. The 30% tax on-corpor¬ 
ation incomes remains unchanged. 

The cut is as high as 54% in 
lower incomes and becomes 6 or 
7% in higher levels. But basic ex-

Warnings 

-.Forecasts, made by Dominion 
entomologists and provincial field 
crop officials, indicate that ’ crop 
losses from grasshoppers and wheat 
stem sawflics arc likely to'be heavy 
this year in the southern and 
Ventral portions of Alberta- and 
Saskatchewan. Farmers in these 
areas are urged to make full use 
of the followipg officially recom¬ 
mended' ‘‘Control Measures.” 

Grasshopper Control. (1) Use 
poison bait early before any serious 
outbreaks get underway. (2) Keep 
a elose watch on field margins, 
roadsides, ditches, etc., for concen¬ 
trations of young grasshoppers. 
Poison -the savage*! (J) Repent 
baiting as needed for crop protec¬ 
tion. (4) Use good, clean sununer- 
fallow mcthnft. (5) Shallow culti¬ 
vate all stubble (not deeper than 
2 inches), particularly field margins, 
as early as possible this Spring. 
(6) Remeinlier that early and 
timely baiting is exceedingly im¬ 
portant in grasshomier control. 

Il7if(tf Stem Sotiflti Control. Crop 
losses from sawfly damage m 1947 
are likely to Ik- heavy in mitral 
and south-western Saskatchewan 
and in certain districts of -outli- 
central Alberta nnle-s the following 
effective control measures are eser- 
ci-ed. (1) Use sawfly traps. Seed 
a strip or two of early wheat in 
last year's wheat stubble. Destroy 
these wheat strip- not later than 
the’first week of July. (2) Do not 
seed wheat on wheat .stubble. (3) 
Plant resistant crops such as oats, 
barley and flax. (4) Delay seed¬ 
ing wheat as long as possible—• 
preferably until after May 15th.

“The Danes’ he said, “managed 
to maintain agricultural adminis- 
tiat on without too much disrup¬ 
tion during the occupation, The 
German authorities were anxious 
to get-as much food from Den¬ 
mark as possible, so they malntain- 
e I fertilizer supplies and farm la¬ 
bor to the greatest extent possible 
They managed to keep bacon in¬ 
dustry at about 65% of 1939, and 
butter industry at about 70% and 
since war’s end have been able, o 
export food. But full recovery de¬ 
pends on revival of world trade 
and the imports of feeding stuffs 
and agriculture. Cattle stand at 
97%, pigs 75% and poultry 50% 
of 1939. 

“Crop yields are declining be¬ 
cause of fertilizer shortage. The 
Danish farmer takes great care of 
barnyard manure, with most farms 
having a good cement manure pit 
in which Solid manure Is carefully 
packed. There are cement cisterns 
for liquid manure and barnyard 
manure contributes two-thirds the 
fertiliser requirements. But it will 
be several years ■before soil fertil¬ 
ity levels can be restored, arid this 
is true of most of the war zone. 

Normally Denmark gets coal 
fiom Britain and the Ruhr, but 
shortages from these sources have 
turned the Danes to peat produc- 
t'on and there is great activity in 
peat bogs. 

“Rubber is in short supply and 
many bicycles are being run on 
metal rims, a discomfort in the land 
of the bicycle. 

Keeping Up Farming 

“Despite lack of oil, gas and 
transportation Danish farmers are 
keeping up with latest agricultural 
developments. Twenty-five per cent 
uf dairy cows are being artificially 
inseminated from proven sire. Pro¬ 
geny tested stat'ons have been 
started for heifers, similar to pig 
testing stations in Canada. 

“In livestock shows prizes are 
r.ot awarded on appearance and 
conformation alone. The primary 
object is awards to best utility 
animals. Main factors are (1) 
pedigree; (2) production recorits; 
(3) conformation and they empha¬ 
size “get of sire” classes. Today 
the average annual produttion of 
dairy cows in Denmark is 7600 
lbs. of 3.7% milk. 

“Denmark is a good country for 
Canad ans to visit and to live in ior 
some time to study methods or 
rural education, co-operation, mar¬ 
keting and social legislation. Den¬ 
mark will offer every facility and 
co-operate with our students. The 
Danes are very friendly toward 
Canadians. 

“Danish farmers are an example 
to the world in efficiency of rural 
education, co-operation, breeding, 
feeding, etc. Those who are inter¬ 
ested will get excellent practical 
material through the following 
books: "Folk schools of Denmark” 
by L. B. Manniche (Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Press); “Denmark a Social 
Laboratory’ by Manniche, (Oxford 
University Press); “Denmark Ag- 
liculture,” published by the Danish 
Agricultural Council, Denmark.

Flax Suggestions 

Flax growers are advised by 
Field Crops Commissioner A. M. 
Wilson, to treat their seed w'th 
( eresan or other mereuri^ dust 
before sowing. Many chipped 
seeds, or .seeds with cracked seed 
covering*, if planted in cool, damp 
soil, may fail to germinate or mav 
produce stunted seedlings. Sei-» 
treatment prevents deter oration 
of the e seeds after planting and 
fiAged. 

In p-eparing 'and for planting 
llax, : election shou'd he mane of 
fields relatively free from wee<h. 
In early stages of growth, fia' 
provides little rover to the soil 
surfnre and ear'y growing wee > 
r>av smother the crop.
